First Niagara-on-the-Lake 
lost its only high school. 

Now the Old Town is faced 
with a school board decision to 
close Parliament Oak, its only 
elementary school, in lime 2015. 

But parents are not giving up 
without a fight, and timing might 
be on their side. 

Members of CARE (Citizens 
for Accountable and Responsible 
Education), which includes par¬ 
ents, business leaders and com¬ 
munity members, joined a pro¬ 
vincial rally Tuesday morning to 
draw attention to the issue of 
school closures as a solution to 
declining enrolment.

Candidates debate jobs, 
schools, economic policies

Candidates vying to win the 
Niagara Falls riding in the June 12 
provincial election pulled no punch¬ 
es over issues such as job creation, 
economic policies and school clo¬ 
sures before a small crowd of about 
60 people at the former Virgil Public 
School in Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Monday. 

Sponsored by the NOTL Chamber 
of Commerce, the debate fed candi¬ 
dates questions submitted in writing

For Progressive Conservative can¬ 
didate Bart Maves, New Democrat 
incumbent Wayne Gates and Green 
Party representative Clarke Bitter it 
was a repeat performance, having 
debated the same issues less than 
four months ago leading up to the 
riding byelection in February. 

But voters got their first glimpse at 
26-year-old NOTL native Lionel 
Tupman, who was on the hot seat for 
his Liberal party's legacy of debt, 
school closures, the loss of manufac¬ 
turing jobs in Niagara and the poten¬ 
tial for more local jobs down the 
drain should the Liberals succeed in 
opening 29 more casinos, as they 
have promised. 

Maves didn't let the NDP off the 
hook, blaming them for shoring up 
the Liberal government and support¬ 
ing their policies, including the gam¬ 
ing legislation that spelled doom for 
the Fort Erie race track. 

Both Tupman and Gates turned 
the tables on Maves, saying the PCs 
will return Ontario to the days of the 
Mike Harris Common Sense 
Revolution, beginning with the loss 
of 100,000 public sector jobs, more 
than 5,000 of them in Niagara. 

And Clarke Bitter, while polite and 
respectful to his opponents, said he 
got into politics because he doesn't 
trust politicians, who make promises 
during election campaigns and then, 
once elected, forget what they prom- 

The Green Party, while it will not 
form a government, can seek com¬ 
promise and be the voice of reason, 
he said, asking for the opportunity to 
be that voice.

While all agreed job cre¬ 
ation is a priority and young 
people are leaving Niagara in 
droves, each candidate has a 
different solution. 

Maves took some heat for 
PC leader Tim Hudak's 
promise to create a million 
jobs by cutting taxes and the 
provincial deficit and creat¬ 
ing confidence in the econo¬ 
my, while at the same time 
planning to cut 100,000 nurs¬ 
es, teachers and firefighters, 
posing a safety risk, said 

The province, said Maves, 
"is being strangled by a defi¬ 
cit of $12.5 billion, and the 
NDP and Liberals offer up 
billions more in promises.” 

Spending doesn't create 
jobs, despite the Liberal and 
NDP promise that it will, he 
said. 

“They’re lying.” 

He spoke of his party’s 
record during their eight 
years governing the prov¬ 
ince: they balanced the bud¬ 
get and created more than 1 
million jobs, and can do that 


again he said, lowering taxes 
after the budget is balanced. 
He also promised a two-year 
public sector wage freeze, 
lower hydro rates and less 
red tape and bureaucracy, 
including scrapping the 
Drive Clean program, the 
Ontario College of Trades 
and Local Health Integration 
Networks. 

He offered a five-point 
plan for agriculture, which 
includes flexibility for farm¬ 
ing policies and more farm 
markets. 

School closures such as 
Parliament Oak can only 
occur because the province 
spends money on consolida¬ 
tion, he said. 

“We've got to stop giving 
boards money to build new 
schools. We would make 
school boards work together 
to share schools and keep 
rural schools open.” 

All agreed access to mar¬ 
kets to increase product sales 
is key for the agricultural 
industry and all agreed that 
the LCBO must be pushed to 
provide more shelf space for 
Niagara wines. 


TUpman, a graduate of 
Parliament Oak, made no 
promise to reverse a decision 
for closure, but did say it was 
a mistake to close both the 
Old Town elementary school 
and Niagara District 
Secondary School, and that 
the Education Act needs 
revisions to ensure school 
closures proceed fairly, and 
that accommodation reviews 
should be more than just “lip 

The NDP won’t form the 
government, and a vote for 
the NDP in the Niagara Falls 
riding means a vote for the 
PCs, he said, based on his 
belief that the election will 
be a toss-up between Liberals 
and Conservatives. 

He warned the Hudak 
plan for a million new jobs 
“will devastate this riding,” 
and at most might result in 
125,000 new jobs across the 
province over eight years. 

“Corporate tax cuts don’t 
work. When you cut taxes for 
superrichordinaryOntarians 
don’t see the benefits. The 
rich get richer and the poor 
get poorer.” 


Gates repeated his 
February promise of a tax 
credit for newjob creation, of 
ensuring a future for the Fort 
Erie race track and reversing 
a had decision: Parliament 
Oak School shouldn’t close, 
he said, and instead should 
become a model for rural 
schools. Re-purposing empty 
space in schools can help 
solve the problem of declin¬ 
ing enrolment, he suggested. 

He spoke of his short stint 
as an MPP when he “worked 
tirelessly” for the riding, and 
his efforts to improve the 
economy and health care 
and support for local 
schools. 

Gates said the NDP will 
lower hydro rates by remov¬ 
ing the HST from the bill. 

The PC plan to cut jobs 
threatens services, he 
warned, "and puts your qual¬ 
ity of life at risk.” 

Clarke Bitter, a chef at the 
Fort Erie Race Track, charged 
the other candidates with 
having lost touch with reali-

It's the 'known 
unknowns' 
about the 
future that 
scare us 


Lately I’ve been inter¬ 
ested in a number of news 
articles expounding on 
people’s fear of the future. 

There is the tO-year old 
girl from the First Nation 
reserve who refused che¬ 
motherapy for leukemia. 
She asked her parents to 
quit the treatment because 
she was experiencing 
incredible pain. With sup¬ 
portive family she has 
instead pursed alternative 
medicine. For her the pain 
was a reality of she no lon¬ 
ger wanted. 

I also heard about the 
suicide of John Alan Lee, a 
former University of 
Toronto professor who

died last December sim¬ 
ply because he felt it was 
time to die. At 80 years of 
age he was satisfied with 
life, and did not believe in 
suffering pain. Reports 
indicated he was not deal¬ 
ing with any life-threaten¬ 
ing illness, yet left family 
and friends with ques¬ 
tions and concerns. 

As we all age, we con¬ 
tinue the journey into an 
unknown future. It 
reminds me of the famous 


line from Donald Rumsfeld 
who said, “We also know 
there are known 
unknowns; that is to say 
we know there are some 
things we do not know." 
Might what Rumsfeld said 
concerning the conflict 
with Iraq be also said 
about the process of 
aging? 

Rumsfeld was widely 
criticized for his com¬ 
ment, yet there were those 
who followed his logic. 
Slovenian philosopher 
Slavoj Zizek surmised ”... 
the unknown known, is 
that we intentionally 
refuse to acknowledge 
that we know." 

For all the advance¬ 
ments in medicine and 
technology we still face 
unknown challenges. The 
“bogeyman” that haunted 
us as children has come 
back in the persona of suf¬ 
fering that leads to death. 

The compelling issue 


all of us prefer to avoid is 
suffering. We’ve seen it up 
close, or certainly heard 
stories that compel us, 
like John Alan Lee, to 
avoid suffering at all cost. 
Yet, is checking out per¬ 
manently the answer? 
Lee’s son seemed to dis¬ 
agree. 

I recently visited my 
92-year old mother out 
west. Life has not been 
“golden" the past few 
years. A number of times 
she has indicated her 
eagerness to pass on from 
this life. But she has also 
recently had times of joy 
and satisfaction with life. 

At what stage should I 
allow the ‘bogeyman’ to 
take over my fear of the 
future? If I’m to plan 
ahead, as others seem to 
have done, can I pinpoint 
the right time to check 
out? What if I miscalcu¬ 
late? 

I remember a time 


when I was unemployed 
that caused me to think 
about the question. I also 
recall other times in my 
life when I felt unsure of 
the future, like when our 
first child was born, or 
when I spoke my marriage 
vows, or even as a child 
thinking about the chal¬ 
lenges faced by adults. 
These were all times when 
the ‘bogeyman’ of fear 
clouded my judgment. 

As I was returning from 
the visit with my mother 
the night flight I was on 
descended upon puffy 
cotton candy like clouds 
that were the color of 
steely grey, with a tinge of 
blue, lit up by the moon. 

I watched in fascina¬ 
tion as the plane began to 
skim the clouds. At first 
we were flying between 
the cotton balls, like in a 

Then we began to slice 
through the cotton, 


becoming shrouded in 
cloud, then with moments 
of suddenly being in clear 
view again. Eventually we 
were enveloped in the 
cloud, and then in clear 
moonlight again, and 
again; until we broke 
through the cloud of dark¬ 
ness and could see the city 
lights below. 

From my passenger 
seat I speculated what the 
view must look like for the 
pilots in the cockpit. 

How do they fly on at 
great speed, into the dark¬ 
ness of cloud, without the 
ability to see more than a 
few feet in front of them? 
And they do so with the 
trust of the passengers, 
behind them, whose lives 
depend on their skill and 
the reliability of the flight 
instruments. 

How do the pilots know 
the way? They trust their 
instruments to lead them 
where we need to go.

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Fatality statistics offer some surprises

Men die more often on 
Niagara’s road. 

Rural roads are the most dead¬ 
ly—Niagara-on-the-Lake resi¬ 
dents know that all too well. 

Travel at the end of the week is 
more dangerous. 

The statistics are grim and 
sometimes startling, but it's infor¬ 
mation police can use to keep 
roads safer 

The information was revealed 
in a comprehensive study called 
Fatal Injury Collisions in Niagara, 
prepared by the Niagara Regional 
Police. 

On Niagara’s roadways over 
the past 15 years, the youngest 
person to die in a collision was six 
years old. The oldest was 95. Men 
made up 73% of the 419 deaths in 
the time frame. 

Rural roads accounted for 57% 
of the fatalities. 

“I have always believed traffic 
safety is a core responsibility of 
every uniform police officeif said 
Chief Jeff McGuire. “We expect 
them to be out there enforcing 
traffic laws. It doesn’t always have 
to be a ticket Education is a good 
method. I encourage our guys to 
not ignore an offence. Go and 
talk to them. I do it myself. 

“I was out on the motorcycle 
last week at the Ride for Dad. I 
had people sitting beside me — 
while I was in full uniform on a 


police Harley — and they had a 
phone to their eat 

“I stopped them and talked to 
them and they told me it was 
hands-free. I told them it is not 
hands-free when you have the 
phone in your hand and are hold¬ 
ing it to your ear. It’s a $300 fine.” 

There is good news. Traffic 
fatalities have steadily from a 
peak of 39 in 2002 to 22 in 2013, 
the last year statistics were avail¬ 
able. 

The safest year on the road was 
2010 when 14 people were killed 
in Niagara. 

Paul Divers, a corporate ana¬ 
lyst for the NRP, said a number of 
factors contribute to the decline. 

“The vehicles have improved, 
paramedic care in the region is 
better and air ambulances have 
become more available,” he said. 

“There was also the creation of 
the special enforcement unit and 
a number of enforcement and 
education initiatives. All these 
factors have combined and had a 
major impact” 

One of the surprising parts of 
the study was a breakdown of 
fatalities by time of day—statistics 
show the drive home after work is 
more dangerous. 

The hours between 3 and 9 
p.m. accounted for 158 of the 419 
fatalities. From 9 p.m. to 3 a.m., 
there were 117 deaths. 

“We look at analytical data all 
the time," McGuire said. 

“It helps us develop traffic 


enforcement programs and edu¬ 
cation programs. If there are high 
accident areas we need to be at or 
a spike in a particular type of 
offence, we direct our resources 
accordingly.” 

Of the deaths, alcohol was a 
primary factor in 78 of the crash¬ 
es. Speed was the main cause in 
71 of the fatalities while 201 were 
considered driver error. Four 
were caused by road conditions. 


animals. Four were the result of 
diminished abilities, which 
Divers said were inexperienced 
or elderly drivers. 

He said distracted driving — 
such as texting or talking on a 
cellphone — is considered driver 

“Generally, if speed or alcohol 
aren't factors, it goes under driver 
error,” Divers said. “Unless there 

traction, the officers can’t deter¬ 
mine if that really was the cause." 

The 419 deaths in Niagara over 
the time period of the study were 
the result of388 collisions. A total 
of 362 of the deaths were single 
fatalities. Two or more deaths in 
the same crash made up 6.8%. 

“Some are unavoidable,” 
McGuire said. “Look at last year. 
We had that one woman who was 
on a horse that bolted in front of a 
car We had another poor lady in 
Port Colbome that had a tree fall 
over on her in a storm. They are 
classified as fatalities.”

When Dave Dick Sr. died, he 
left a void in his business and his 
family life that will be impossible 
to fill, says Dave Dick Jr. 

“fve lost my father and my 
business partner. He’s left a great 
legacy for us, but we’ll sure miss 
him. What will we do without his 
wit, his wisdom, his intelli¬ 
gence?” 

Dick Sr. was best known for sit¬ 
ting in his comer office at Niagara 


Niagara Stone Rd. in Virgil and 
calling to people as they came in 
the door to come in for a chat- 
even if they were total strangers. 

By the time they were done 
talking, they'd be a friend, said 
Dick Jr. 

And they seldom left empty- 
handed—his father would keep 
baskets of peaches and vegeta¬ 
bles from his garden to hand out 
to visitors and customers. 

“He loved talking to people. It 
didn't matter what your back¬ 
ground was or where you came 
from. He loved the camaraderie 
of the business. He was an incred¬ 
ible public relations person. I 
often heard from people that 
they'd bought a car from us 
because they liked my dad. How 
can we replace that?" 

In his younger days, he was a 
man who was always racing 
around building up his business, 
but in 1985, he had a stroke, and 


an empty office in the comer of 
Niagara Motors, which he bought in 
1961 from a friend. 

he couldn't run anymore, says 
Dick Jr. 

“He changed. He couldn’t do 
what he had been doing. 
“ So he sat in his office and 
talked to people. He never 
showed his age. And he 
loved being involved in 
the community.” 

He was a town aider- 
man for two or three 
terms, a school board 
trustee, and a member of

the Niagara-on-the-Lake Hospital 
board, says Dick Jr. 

"Who would have thought 
when he was serving on the hos¬ 
pital board in the early 60s that he 
would spend his last few days 
there? He got wonderful care." 

Dick Sr. and his wife Ella, who 
died in November, travelled to 
Haiti for the first time in 1970, 
and the trip changed their lives— 
they would return many times. 

They used to ask, ‘why do we 
have so much and why do they 
have so little?’ They could never 
fathom that, and for the rest of 
their lives they worked for 
International Child Care.” 

He also loved poetry. He had a 
group of friends he would go 
hunting and fishing with, and 
they would often recite poetry. 

It was one of his hunting 
friends who established Niagara 
Motors, and who talked him into 
trying to sell cars—Dick Sr. was a 
fruit farmer, and had time on his 
hands in the winter, so he agreed 
to give it a go. A few years later, in 
1961, at a time when dealerships 
were struggling, he sold the farm 
so he could buy Niagara Motors 
and worked hard to make it a suc- 

“He was 33, and he was ner¬ 
vous about it. He had a young 


family to look after, and he made 
it work," said Dick Jr. 

"But he remained a farmer at 
heart. He planted huge gardens, 
and gave away most of what he 

He was working up until a 
couple of months ago, when an 
aggressive form of prostate can¬ 
cer got the better of him at the age 
of 86. 

"He also used to say, 'the last 
chapter we can’t control.’ In life 
you can make decisions, make 
choices. But that last bit of our 
lives is out of our control.” 

As a father, he was a quiet, 
gentle disciplinarian, says Dick Jr. 
If he or his siblings had done 
something to disappoint their 
father, he wouldn’t get angry, he’d 
Just bide his time. And a couple of 
days later, he’d bring it up at din¬ 
ner. He’d say quietly, 'you pushed 
the envelope. You went too far.’ 

“That was worse than any rep¬ 
rimand. It was that kind of disci¬ 
pline that gave us our backbone.” 

He was fun to be around, 
because he looked at life as enjoy¬ 
able. And he never held a 
grudge. 

“He has left a legacy that we 
will have to live up to. He would 
want more than anything else for 
us to continue his legacy, and 
that’s what we’re doing.”

Pharmacists have a role 
to play in advising their cli¬ 
ents on self-care and pre¬ 
ventative medicine, he says, 
including alternatives to tra¬ 
ditional practices. 

He is referring to a holis-

“Some people see it not 
as reversing aging but really 
slowing down the aging pro- 

important to me is looking at 
an integrative approach, 
looking at our bodies holisti¬ 
cally and making good life¬ 
style choices. Then the aging 
side of things almost looks 
after itself,” said Simpson. 

“We can reduce some of 
the disease that comes with 
aging. I want to put a win¬ 
dow around the idea that 
there are a lot of things we 


can do for ourselves and our 
bodies.” 

The primary point of the 
discussion is really about 
alternative medicine, the 
role of nutrients and the 
potential for nutrient defi¬ 
ciencies, and the impact of 
life-style decisions," he said 

"As pharmacists we can 
have an expanded role, 
whether it’s dispensing med¬ 
icine or education. If, for 
example, there is a medica¬ 
tion known to cause a nutri¬ 
ent deficiency, we can make 
people more aware and 
ensure they are receiving 


with dietary strategies.” 

He will be presenting an 
overview of alternative med¬ 
icine, what it means to dif¬ 
ferent people, and whether it 
can be effective. 

He will talk about ome- 
ga-3 and probiotics and look 
at lifestyle habits such as 
managing sleep, stress lev¬ 
els, “and achieving a balance 
in our lives.” 

Traditional medicine 
treats disease, but doesn't 
always deal with controlling 
the underlying causes of dis¬ 
ease, he says. 

As an example, he points 
to arthritis, which can be 
helped not only with medi¬ 
cation but also with weight 
control and dietary intake, 

impact on pain.” 


Often people are willing 
to make lifestyle changes, 
but need some assistance, 
he says. A healthy diet can 
impact weight loss and may
